BOSTON GOSSIP. 
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Societies for the Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Children and Animals. 
Lovely Costumes Seen in the Shops of 
Fashionable Modistes. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
BOSTON, July 19.—Not long ago, while rid- 
ing down town in one of our street cars, the 
saldest accident occurred which it bas ever 
been my fate to witness. The car had just 
reached a place where the rails from four di- 
rections crossed each other. Owing tothe 
bad condition of a switch, our car, which 
should have preserved its course straight on- 
wards, followed the track to the right, at the 
sametime that the horses were going for- 
ward in the right direction. The power 
which the car exerted when it switched off 
the main track pulled the right-hand horse 
down to the ground, while the other animal, 
unable for the instant to overcome his own 
inertia, dashed madly onward, striking the 
poor creature on the ground half a dozen 
times or more with his iron shoes. Of course 


policemen and citizens gathered around, and 
the fallen horse was belped to arise as quickly 
3s possible, but not before considerable harm 
was done. The animal looked badly hurt, 
and was hardly able to proceed on bis way. 
He completed his trip down town and back 
to the stables before he was unharnessed ani 
taken care of. 

How wany cases of cruelty to animals are 
heard of every day through the newspapers 
and other sources! Since the establishment, 
however, of societies for the prevention of 
cruelty to animals allover the country, cases 
of cruelty bave become less and less frequent 
in the publie streets. 

OUR MASSACHUSETTS SOCIETY 

is yearly doing more and more good, striving 
in every Way to prevent cruelty to animals in 
thisState. Thev offer prizes to pupils of the 
publie schools who obtain the greatest num- 
ber of signatures to the pledge of mercy. 
Prizes are also offered to the most humane 
boise car drivers, tothe manaver or proper 
officer of any United States railroad company 
who have in force the most bumane rules for 
the protection cf animals within their care, 
to inventors who add most to the comfort 
of animals, etc. In every worthy way they 
are strivipg to attain the sood object they have 
in view, 

The Massachusetts Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children bas only been in 
existence « few years. In 1877 and 1878 two 
sovietics of this kind were founded in the 
State with diferent boards of government but 
kindred purposes, Which have since been unit- 
ecl into one State society. 

‘The purposes of this society are ‘‘to investi- 
gute cases of cruelly or neglect to any person 
urder twenty-one years in the State; to pros- 
ecute When necessary: to rem@gyve deserted 
and neglected children to bospitals or other 
institutions or private families; to prevent the 
Slavery of Itaiian children under street musi- 
cians and the employment of otber children 
as acrobats, circus-riders, etc. 

EXTREME CRUELTY TO THEIR CHILDREN 
is frequent among a certain class of people. I 


read an item in the paper the other 
nightj stating that ry son and 
daughter of a certain couple’ in 


the State of Pennsylvania both committed sui- 
cide, at different times, on account of the 
cruel treatment they received from their par- 
ents.

LONDON, July 2, 1880.—There is, perhaps, 
no Woman inthe world as much written and 
talked about as sara Bernhardt. 1 was mys- 
tified to-day as she putona pairof strange- 
looking, huge, buttonless gloves, which en- 
cased her arms nearly up to her shoulders, 
and asked, “*‘Whatsort of gloves are these, 

pray r’’ Her answer was characteristic: 
“Or%est mon inrention—’est le gant Niutrah 
Bernhardt’. (This 1s my invention—this is 
the Sara Bernhardt glove.) It has been said 
here that English society is not so eager this 
season to make her the social goddess as it 
was last, but it would hardly be possible for 
a woman to be more thoroughly besieged than 
is Sara—that is the name 
by which people generally fondly call her. 
Tosee heris almost as difficult—I dare say 
for people disconnected with the artistic and 
dramatic world even more so—as to see the 
(dueen. I was very fortunate in being intro- 
duved to her by anold and intimate friend of 
hers, the Count G——, and while we leisure- 
iv chatted in ber drawing room perhaps a 
aozen important personages, all of whom had 
come by appointment. had to wait patiently 
uown stairs. Saralives very comfortably— 
even luxuriously—in London. She bas none 
of the miseries of hotel life to annoy her. She 
hired a splendid mansion, sumptuouly furo- 
ishe@—No. 46 Vrince’s Gate—for the period 
of her stay in England, and there gives enter- 
tainments which rival those of another ex- 
travagantly bospitable member of the theatri- 
cal world in London, Mr. Henry Irving,whose 
famous supper at the Lyceum Theater cost 
bim £1,000. After I left heron the occasion 
of my firstinterview with her, which is now 
to be described, she went to breakfast with 
the Prince of Wajes—“‘breakfast” at2p. m. 
isthe ultra fashionable style here—at the 
studio of Mr. Augustus Lumley. It seems to 
me the only lack of attention that Sara could 
possibly complain ofis that the (Queen has 
not yet left ber card, and that is a complaint 
she must share with many people. 

PERSONAL APPEARANCE, 

I never was more agreeably disappointed in 
the appearance of a person than when Sara 
smilingly and merrily tripped—I would al- 
most have said danced—into the room, which, 
by the way, was so littered up with gigantic 
ships and crowns of flowers that it was quite 
a puzzle to know where tosit down without 
crushing them. She looked infinitely fresher, 
brighter and prettier than I had ever seen her 
on tbe stage. Her puotographs are perfect 
caricatures—every one of them. They give 
no idea of those wonderfully clear, transiuc- 
ent, great blue eves. with their now soft and 
melting and now keen and penetrating giance: 
of herfresh and fair complexion, which on 
the stage is hidden under a horrid mask of 
thiik paint; of her beautiful light blonde 
hair, which lacks just a shade of being 
golden and is curled in the most graceful and 
artistic fashion: of her tender and sensitive 
mouth, the slightest motion of which is full 
cf character and expression. | had never 
cousidered her pretty. lLnow, after a most 
careful and painstaking inspection, decidedly 
theught her so. She was charmingly dress- 
ed, too, and her thinness of person, which is 
so generally remarked, but which she ridi- 
cules berself, was most artistically disguised. 
The waves of lace and rutile which fell about 
ber neck appeared to hide a bust worthy of 
Dana herse!f. IL wish I could describe her 
dress. ‘*'T'o know her is a liberal education,”’ 
was once said of a famous woman. Tode- 
scribe ber dress would mean a liberal educa-

ine. 


HER TRIP TO AMERICA.

A Loss of a Pound in a Day—Curiosities 
from the Mails—A Fasting Story 
from Brooklyn.

The hours passed with rarely varying mon- 
otonv in Clarendon Hall, yesterday. Dr. Tan- 
ner bad bx usual drive in the morning up to 
the spring, where the demijohn was filled, 
then naps in the hammock, a walk around the 
hal), and then more cat naps. The visitors 
were few. They entered the hall on tiptoe, 
spoke in whispers, gazed at the faster in 
apparent awe, and silently departed. There 
were exceptions. OUneoftbem was & man 
from Vermont, who insisted upon getting 
the Doctor’s autograph, with the date and 
minute and his weight. The faster grumbled 
some, but wrote the required words in a neat, 
tirm band, without the suspicion of a 
tremor. 

One peculiarity of the Doctor’s hand: is 
thatthey are plump andshapely.

The principal reason why I did 
not was that I expected every day to be his 
last, and I did not believe in torturing 
him, feeling certain as I did that it would 
bave no beneficial result. Besides, I did not 
know that the beef would become absorbed.

A FATHER’S CRIMES. 


Attempts to Kill Both Wife and Son—A 
Strange History.

Frederick Do gett, Jr., was found on the 
stoop of his residence, No. 1311 Castle av- 
enue, last evening, with his right arm in a 
sling, and grouped about him were his moth- 
er and brother and sisters. Mr. Doggett is 
the eldest of ten children. Heisabroker at 
No. 2 Chestnut street, and is the sole support 
of the family, including his mother, an in- 
telligent woman of about forty years. 

‘About a quarter ef nine this morning,’’ 
said he, “*Il saw my father, who has not been 
living with us for four years, standing on the 
corner of Thirteenth street and Castle avenue. 
The children are afraid of him, and as they 
were here on the porch I told them to go in. 
Ithen wentinand dressed myself to goto 
my office and passed out and up to Thirteenth 
street. There lsaw mv fatner on the east 
side, about half way to Morris street. When 
I passed him on the west side of the street he 
came over and said to me, ‘Stop’or ‘Stand,’ 
or something ofthat sort. I took no notice of 
him, and the first thing I heard the report of 
a pistol and as I looked around felt the 
bullet sting my shoulder. He must 
bave fired twice, forI heard one report be- 
fore I was shot and there were two chambers 
of his pistol discharged. Ithen took off my 
coat and saw I had been shot inthe back, but 
previously had noidea he would shoot me, 
although he had threatened to doso several 
times. He came straight across the street on 
a jog as I got opposite to him,but as 1 kept on 
I suppose be must have been ten feet behind. 
After the shooting he walked off down Morris 
street without speaking,and I ran to the north 
of Morris street and across to the lots, intend- 
ing to watch him. I called toa lady to watch 
bim also, and at _ thfs he turned 
and aimed the pistol at me again, but 
did not shoot. He walked down Morris 
street toTweifth andI followed him or the 
opposite side of the street. He turned up 
Twelfth and I crossed over. At Dickinson 
street an officer came along and I ordered his 
arrest, and he was taken tothe station-house 
on Passyunk road. He gave no reason for 
shooting me.” 

The prisoneris an Englishman and came to 
this country about eight yearsago. His wife 
andson wereloth to reveal his antecedents, 
butthe following facts were brought out: 
On bis arrivalin America he settled in Ho- 
boken, where he attempted to kill his wife by 
shooting and was held for trial. His family, 
aoe avoid him, moved to Brooklyn, but 
when bis case was called and Mrs. Doggett, 
who avoided being present, failed to appear, 
he was discharged. While here he annoyed 


.the family and again attempted to kill his 


wife. She was; however, rescued this time 
by the landlord, who was attracted by her 
outcry, and Doggett shot athim. For this he 
was bound over for the peac?. 
Finally a letter was received while 
Mrs. Dogett was very ill, stating that he was 
polng to Boston, but six months after she 

eard that he was in Europe. That was four 
years ago. After an absence of twelve 
months he came back and was repudiated by 
his wife and family, who removed to this city. 
Since his departure for Europe Doggett has 
never lived with them or contributed to their 
support. Since his return he has been re- 
maining in Philadelphia and has been fre- 
quently assisted by the son whom he shot 
yesterday. and when the latter refused to be 
onger ‘*bled’”’? by him ke used threats in the 
attempt to extort money. In England Dog- 
gett was a jeweler and,as his wife said, 
**waited on the royal family.’’ His income was 
large, but he squandered it in dissipation. 
His wife was persuaded tocome to America 
on the plea that, separated from his old asso- 
ciates, he would do better. He is, his family 
claim, unprincipled as well, and would confis- 
cate their property to his own uses. On one 
occasion he stripped the house of furniture, 
‘‘even to the pictures on the walls,” and car- 
ried the Pram o away, together with his 
wife’s wedding presents. He was seen prowl- 
ing around the residence of his family for 
several nights recently, and is su to 
have been watching for his son. e latter, 
who has always been restrained by the thought 
of his relationship and by his ’s appeals, 
says that now he will see that his father gets 
the fullest benefit of the law.

Visitors to High Bridge—the pretty little 
village which stands attbe northern limit of 
Manbattan I:land—can not have failed to 
observe the stulely, somewhat antiquated 
mansion, standingin the midst of a pretty 
park of some tifty acres, and overlooking city 
and river ard the varied Westchester plains. 
It is the chief in a of interest as it is the 
sole survivor of the many historic mansions 
tbat once graced the island, but is so environ- 
ed with city encroachments and improve- 
ments that its destruction seems likely to be 
but a question of time. Even nowthe shrill 
whistle of the metropolitan locomotives is 
beard beneath its eaves. Tenth avenue passes 
but a block away, and eager speculators have 
staked out city lots at its very gates, so hard- 
ly is it pressed by the great city inits eager 
outreaching for now territory. 

Few persons who pass the mansion know, 
perbaps, the many points of historic and ro- 
mantic interest that it has; how it occupies 
historic ground, being built on the far-famed 
Harlem Heights, within a mle of the site of 
old Fort Washington; that it was built for 
the dower of a lady of such beauty and grave 
that she was able to win the heart of the Fath- 
er of hie Country himself; that within its walls 
Washington established his headquarters 
while the mastery of the island was in dispute 
with the British, and that thither Washington 
came again in 1790 with all his Cabinet, on 
bis return from a visit to the battlefield of 
Fort Wathington; or that afterward a once 
famous Vice-President of the United States 
was marriedin its parlors. Yet these and 
maty other noteworthy incidents in its history 
are quite within the line of research of the in- 
dustrious investigator. It will not be time 
misspent perhaps if we devote an idle hour to 
a more particular narration of some of these 
events in its history. 

In 1756 no belle in New York society was 
more courted and caressed than Miss Mary 
Phillipse. She was the daughter of Freder- 
ick Philiipse, lord of the manor of Phillips- 
burg (now Yonkers), and is admiited to have 
been one of the most beautiful and charming 
women of colonial times. 

Washington, during one of his frequent 
visits to the city, met her at the house of his 
friend Beverly Robinson,and was so deeply 
smitten with her charms that, if the old tra- 
ditions are correct, he became a suitor for her 


and. 

A rival claimant for the hand of Miss Phil- 
lipse was Roger Morris, a gallant Captain 
inthe British army then garrisoning New 
York. The reader’s sympathies are with the 
young Virginian,no doubt, but it was remark- 
ed by the gossips ofthe day that he wasa 
slow wooer,and that the odds seemed in favor 
of his more ardent rival, when, unfortunate- 
ly, the exigencies of Indian warfare called 
him to the frontier, and he was forced to de- 
part, leaving tne gallant captain in undisput- 
ed possession of the field. When he had been 
absent some monthsa friend in New.York 
(whether in the confidence of the lady or not 
is not known) wrote to him that ‘*Morris was 
— close siege to Miss Phillipse,”’ and that 
ifbe had any interests in that quarter he 
could best serve them bya _ visit to the city— 
a bit of friendly advice which was not accept- 
ed, possibly because the recipient was too 
much occupied with measures for the protec- 
tion of the frontier, but probably because his 
chances of success seemed too small to war- 
rant the venture. 

In the meantime his rival out of the field, 
Captain Morris, pressed his suit with mil- 
itary ardor and so successfully that in 1756 
| the polite society of the town was pleasantly 
electrified by the news of the betrothal of 


The match was evidently approved by the 
lady’s father, for he proceeded to bestow on 
her as a dowry five hundred acres of land on 
Manhattan Island, which included the site of 
the present mansion. 

The year 1776 found the colonists in arms 
against the mother country, Roger Morris a 
colonel! in the British army and George Wash- 
ington Commander-in-Chief of the forces of 
the colonies. Mrs. Morris occupied her home 
until the attack of the British on the city in 
August, 1776, when, finding that it was likely 
to become the theater of war, she left it basti- 
ly and founda refuge ,with the Tory people 
among the Highlands. A few days later Gen- 
eral Washington arrived and made the man- 
sion his headquarters during his operations 


in the drawing-room of the former mistress of 
his heart, and devoting tothe repose of mar- 
tialthews and sinews the downy beds and 
silken canopies that had been intended for 
far daintier uses. Butthis mili occupa: 
tion lasted orly a short time, although the 
mistress of the mansion never returned to her 
charming retreat. At the close of the war her 
estates were confiscated, and she went with 
her husband to England, where ske lived to a 
good old age. 

Fourteen years later, in 1790, Washington, 
with a goodly number of dames and cavailiers, 

sid asecond visittothe old mansion. In 

is journal he has given us a detailed account 
of the event. He says, under date of July 10, 
1% . 


190: 

‘‘Having formed a party consisting of the 
Vice-President, his lady, son and Miss Smith; 
the Secretaries of State, Treasury and War 
and the ladies of the two latter, with all the 
gentlemen of my family, Mrs. Lear and the 
two children, we visited the ola position of 
Fort Washington, and afterward dined on a 
dinner provided by Mr. Mariner, at the house 
lately Col. Roger Morris’, but confiscated 
and now in the possession of a common 
farmer.’’ 

This ——— Mariner was a noted charac- 
ter in the Revolution, and was engaged with 
Captain Hyler in the somewhat celebrated 
iwhaleboat warfare,’’ which consisted chiefly 
in making night descents on the enemy’s 
coasts, and making prisoners of such — 
nent persons as came in their way. After the 
war he kept a tavern at Ward’s Island and at 
Harlem, and became a noted caterer. It was 
in this eapacity that he was employed to pre- 
pare the dinner for as imposing a company of 
guests as the mansion ever entertained. 

In 1803 Morris’s was again in the market, 
and for a time it seemed probable that Colone! 
Aaron Burr, who was then living in princely 
splendor at Richmond Hill, would become its 
purchaser. In November of this year he 
wrote to his daughter Theodosia in regard to 
the exchange. Her letter in reply, dated Clif- 
ton, S. C., December 10, 1803, is interesting 
as showing what one of the most charming 
and accomplished women of her day thought 
of the mansion. She says: 

‘*The exehange has employed my thoughts 
ever since. Richmond Hill will, for a few 


years to come, be more valuable than Mor- 
ris’s, and to you, who are so fond of town, &

but is so near our own times that it is scarcely 
necessary to repeat it here. 

An account of the visit which the writer 
made to itrecently, in company with a gentle- 
man familiar not only with the place but with 
its history as well, wil) nodoubt prove more 
acceptable. The main hall of the mansion, 
Which one enters from the pillared porch, is, 
with its ancient portraits, its polished oaken 
floor and creat depth and roominess, the near- 
est approach we have perhaps to that of an 
ancient baronial castle. This hall opens by 
foldirg doors into the drawing-room of the 
mat srion—the samethat was used by Wash- 
ington a8 a rcception-room during his mili- 
tary cccupancy. Here he received bis visi- 
tore, listened to his orderlies’ reports and 
cictuted bis answers, and here at the last was 
held the council] of war which decided that 
Manhattan Islena shvuld be relinquished. 
The floor of this room, and indeed of every 
apartment in the huuse,is of oak, and so high- 
ly polished that it iff.rds an _ insecure

century and a bailf had not passed since it left

A winning stairway atthe right of the hall 
leeds the visitor totke suit of apartments 
above, and ushers him first into a hall direct- 
ly over the one below, and of about the same 
dimensions. From this hall one may step out 
upon a balcony which commands a mazgniti- 
cent view of city, river and Sound. Washing- 
ton’s bed-chamber was onthis floor, at the 
rear of the hall and directly over the drawing- 
room: there is nothing noteworthy about it 
except that it contains a number of sécret 
coors and closets, not all of whichfare known 
to the present residents. Two small ante- 
chambers, one on each side, were occupied by 
his aide, one of whom was Alexander Hamili- 
top. The old oak bedstead on which Wash- 
ingtan slept is still preserved with other 
treasured relics in the attic ofthe house. | 
Having seen all the objects ef interest that 
tbe old mansion contained, although but very 
few of them are included in this description, 
we were invited toa walkinthe grounds, 
which are extensive, comprising about one 
hundred and thirty acres. Even here the an- 
tiquity of the place is apparent. The great lo- 
custs that Jine the main approach to the man- 
sion are dead at the top and Roary with age. 
A great Madeira-nut tree, with gnarled trunk 
and wide-spreading branches, and a huge ce- 
dar of Lebanon, which was brought a tiny 
root from its native mountain, could have 
been pourisbed to their present proportions 
only by a century of sun and showers; ajhedge 
of slow-growing trees brought from Andatu- 
sia, in Spain, which surrounds an ancient 
fountain’s bed onthe estate, also gives evi- 
dence of extreme age. After passing some 
time in the grounds and making pilgrimage to 
several points where charming views may be 
obtained, we took our leave, remarking on the 
striking contrast presented by the old mansion 
to the great city so near it, and speculating as 
tohow longit can be protected from the 
grasp of the giant which each day is bringing 
nearer its gates. C. B. T,

FASTING MAN. 


Interesting Facts About Dr. Tanner from * 4 | 
His Home in Minnesota, |

His Peculiarities—A Former Fast of Forty- 
Two Days, and How Greedily He De- 
voured Food at the End. 


!From the Chicago Evening Journal. | 


MINNEAPOLIS,MINN., July 19. —This charm- 
ing city has once more been brought into 
notoriety. Dr. Tanner, who is now under- 
taking to fast forty days in New York, claims 
this as his home. He came here four years 
ago, and has practiced medicine in bis eccen- 
tric way exer since. He was associated here 
with Dr. Moyer, who divided the use of his 
office with him. - No one 1n the United States 
to-day is looked upon witb such a degree of 
curiosity as Dr. Tanner. Eventhe Presiden- 
tial candidates pale before this abstentious 
monstrosity. 1 will rat ta something about 
this notorious inaividual. £ 

Dr. Tanner is an wousual person, both 
phy ieee and mentally. Physically he is 
well developed, possessing a strong constitu- 
tion. Heis lethargic,»so much so that it is 
no troubie for him to sleep twenty out of 
twenty-four hours on astretch. He cansleep 
anywhere and in almost any position. When 
he puts in his solid twenty hours, he general- 
ly takes the lounge, and sleeps without snor- 
ing. He is lymphatic, and grows fleshy very 
rapidly when he allows bimself to eat as or- 
dipary white folks do. He has a phenomena) 
Organization, as has been shown already in 
his presentexperiment. Mentally heis very 
willful, and delights ia having his own way. 
He has good reasoning powers, but lacks in 
the essential practical elements. These quali- 
ties are not common, and they ure so united 
in btm that heisableto do what in former 
times would bave required a miracle. 

Thisis not the firsttime that Dr. Tanner 
has fasied. In 1877 he fasted forty-two deze, 
but was not watched all the time to see it 
was legitimate. We bave his word that it was, 
and we also have the testimony of Dr. Moyer, 
who was with hima great deal of the time. 
The fast took place in the office of Dr. Moyer, 
andthe latter withessed the p as 
much as his practice would permit. In reply 
to your correspondent’s question whether he 
thought the Doctor at that time took anytbi 
in the way of eatables, he said he regarded it 
as a genuine fast. Dr. Tanner was out of his 
sight snumberof times, and he could not go 
on the stand and swear that he had not eaten 
aryibing. His condition, however, led him to 
firmly believe that, with one exception, nota 
morsel of food had passed his lips. It was 
not a premeditated act on the partof Dr. 
Tanner, but grew out of an argument on 
primitive Chrisiianity. The Doctor is an en- 
tbusiast, and very much given to hobby- 
riding. If he would expend his energies in 
his profession, no doubt he would be very 
reer rp As it is he barely makes a liy- 

ng. 

. DR. TANNER’S WIFE 
is a practicing physician, and ia considered a 
much better one than heis. In the early part 
of July he went to Hudson, Wisconsin, w 
she resides, to visither. Owing to some in- 
compatibility existing between the two, it was 
agreed to live apart. He returned to Minne- 

apolis Julv 12, very much depressed. 
HE WAS TAKEN SICK 
-the next day with summer compla‘nt and lay 
down on a lounge in the office. He 
slept nearly all the time, took no 
medicine and no food, only a sip of wa- 
ter atintervais. The tenth day he grew con- 
valescent, and improved just about the same 
way that an ordinary sick person would. . He 
ang Dr. Moyer have had frequeéat discus- 
sions, and among other subjects was that of 
MIRACLES. 
Dr. Moyer affirmed that no onecould fast 
forty days without divine interposition, and 
that when Christ, Elijah and Moses fasted, 
they were sustained by a Providential hand. 
Dr. Tanrer, on the contrary, believed differ- 
ently. He thought that any one could fast 
that length of time if he could make up his 
mind to do it. He believed he could do 
it, and in a boastful way suid he wouid try 
it and see how many days he could 
LIVE WITHOUT EATING. 

Thetwelfth day he looked haggard, and 
Dr. Moyer thought unless he ate something 
he would surely die; so he went to the bakery 
and procured crackers and milk. Oa his re- 
turn the discussion was renewed concernip 
fasting, and the milk was thrown out, an 
the crackers remaifed untouched: The 
fifteenth day, a lady sent an elegant lunch to 
him, and to please her the amiable Voctor ate 
a baked appie. This was all he ate during the 
forty-two days. On the twenty-ninth day he 

walked to Minnehaha, a distance of six miles. 
and returned, following the river, makiog at 
least a mile further. He was somewhat tired 
after it, but altogether he did got suffer any, 
The thirty-ninth day he walked out to Lake 
Calhoun, ajdistance of three miles. He was 
obhged to receive assistance toreturn. He 
soon began retching, and this continued for 
two days. It was aterrible strain on his sys- 
tem, and he weakened very rapidly. 

ON THE FORTY-SECOND DAY 
Dr. Moyer became terribly alarmed, and ia- 
sisted on his taking something iuto his stom- 
ach. He actually forced the first few tea- 
spoontuls of milk into hismeuth. His diges- 
tive system was so weak that he immediately 
threw up the milk. He was soon able to hold 
his food down, and then began an appetite 
that was almost impossiblerto appease. The 
Doetor was perfectly uncontrolable, and he 
ate everything in the most voracious manner. 
It was simply hoggish. He went to the-mar- 
ket and ate apples, oranges and figs by the 
dozen, and quaffed apint of milk every ten © 
minutes. is whole organization seemed 
like a sponge, and readily absorbed the fuod 
that was taken in this ae manner, until 
his maddened appetite had been gratified. 
The fasting for forty-two days was marvelous, 
but the inordinate eating so soon after, with 
restored life, wax even more marveious. 

I inquired of Dr. Moyer if he thought any 
one could go without food that length of time. 
He replied that there was not one person ina 
hundred who could doit. He added that he 
had not the slightest doubt that Dr. Tanner 
would succeed in his present experiment in 
New York. The general symptoms are about 
the same as those of Dr. Tanner’s first fast. 
What good can possibly be done by such 
an experiment, isan oft-repeated question. 
It may be of use to the shipwrecked, orto 
persons who are lost, to know that there isa 
case on record where aman lived forty days 
without food. It may be the means of pro- 
longing the life of many a hungry traveler, to 
know that water and air will sustain tife for a 
protracted time. Aside from this, we see 
very little good that can come from sach an 
ex pellment.
